“About three weeks ago I sold my 
revolver to a stranger in a St. Louis 
saloon.

OTTAWA, May 6.—A plan for con- 


verting the Arctic and Subarctic re- 
gions of Canada into a great wool, 
milk and meat producing area was 
presented to the Canadian Senate 
and House of Commons today by 
Vilhjalmur Stefanson, Norwegian 
explorer of the Canadian Arctic. 
Stefanson’s ideas were recently 
placed before Arthur Meighen, Min- 
ister of the Interior, whose depart- 
ment administers the natural resour- 
ces of the North and it was thought 
advisable to have the explorer ad- 
Oress Parliament. . His project con-. 
‘templates introducing large herds of 
| reindeer and domesticating and de- 
veloping great herds of musk-ox. 
Both animals would furnish milk awl 
meat supplies and the musk-ox 
would afford also a wool supply. 
The Canadian North, Stefansson 
said could be utilized to help solve 
present and future food shortages 
and development of his project would 
expedite opening of mineral and) 
other resources of the North.

The Gov- 
ernment overlooked to bind the Lap- 
landers as they bound the Eskimo, 
and these Laplanders have there- 
| fore recently sold practically all their 
reindeer to a firm of American cap- 
italists, who own at present about 
15,000 deer.

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Italy's Claims.

Italy in her original claim wants prac- 
tleally all of the Dalmatian coast, the 
biggest part of the inland, all of the 
province of Istria, the city of Fiume, 
practically blocking up close to 50,000,- 
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coast. In the territory that Italy claims 
there are 1,003,000 Slavs. In the penin- 
suln of Istria two-thirds of her popula- 
tion are Slavic and the islands surround- 
ing Istria and Dalmatia are populated by 
Biavic races. The writer of these few 
lines®fomes from one of those islands 
and is very well posted on the condition 
in those surrounding. There is no ques- 
tion that Italy will get part of the Slavic 
territory, but how long she will hold it, 
that is another question. 

If the Italian troops would be removed 
from this disputed territory and if the 
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themselves, under a disinterested com- 
mission, appointed by the peace confer- 
ence, according to our President's self- 
determination point, then the world 
would be informed, without doubt that 
Italy has no claim, whatever, on the oth- 
er side of the Adriatic, and that her nat- 
ural boundary is the Adriatic Sea, which 
ia close to 200 miles wide. Croats living 
in this territory have had 300 years of 
Austro-German yoke and I am positive 
that they do not want, under any cir- 
cumstances, to substitute an Italian yoke. 
The records of all these states will show 
and prove that our people have been 
there for centuries and have not been 
imported and settled there by the Aus- 
trian Government, as some of the Ital- 
fans claim, in many instances. 

Private communications received from 
these territories, point that Italians are 
persecuting and mistreating the Stavic 
population, and committing crimes of all 
kinds against the people, compelling 
them to sign that they are willing to go 
under the Italians. We have in St. Louis
